Suggestions for Protection by Japan 
and Italy at The Hague.

Their Presence In Transvaal Unde- 
sirable Says Gen. Botha. 

Pretoria, July 2—In announcing 
the policy of the Government, Gen. 
Botha stated that it had been decided 
not to re-enact the labor ordinance, 
but to send the Chinese home imme- 
diately on the expiration of their con- 
tracts. The Chinese indentures would 
begin to expire this month, and six- 
teen thousand would expire before 
December 31 next. The Government 
had been pressed to amend the con- 
stitution to enable a temporary Te- 
newal of the contract. After ample 
and careful consideration, however, it 
had been decided not to introduce 
such legislation this season, but let 
Tepatiation occur as the indentures 
expired. The Goyernment was moved

TANKEE DOCTOR FASTS. 


Goes Without Food For a Month and 
Is Little the Worse. 

_ Belleville, Tls., July 2.—After fast- 
ing since May 30, during which time 
he tasted nothing but water, Dr. I. J. 
Bales broke his abstinence by tak- 
ing a small quantity of malted milk. 
His fast was instituted to test his 
theory that total abstinence from food 
for a period is beneficial to health. 

After taking the malted milk he 
said he would fast for 24 hours long- 
er, to ascertain what effect the nour- 
ishment would have upon \his sys- 
tem. 

Beginning his fast at 192 lbs., Hales 
has lost 28 Ib. His chest measurement 
has been reduced from 43 to 40 inches 
and his waist measurement from 44 
to 34 inches.

WENT DOWN EMBANKMENT 


Orangeville Man Killed—Cars Caught 


Fire and Eight Were Burned—Pas- 


sengers Had Narrow Escape— 
None Severely Injured — Gas 
Tank Exploded — Broken 
Wheel Was the Cause. 


Calgary, July 2—Shortly before six 
o'clock Sunday night No. 2 express, 
east-bound, was wrecked st Brook 
Station, 96 miles west of Medicine 
Hat, and Express Messenger William 
McKinley of Orangeville, Ont., was 
killed through the explosion of the 
acetylene gas tank. His leg was 
blown off and he died a few hours 
later. Eight passenger cars were 
burned, as there were no means avail- 
able to quench the fire, and no way 
of cutting the train, as the engine 
was on the wrong side of the fire. 
The line was reported clear at ten 
o’clock yesterday morning. The pas- 
sengers have not yet been brought to 
Medicine Hat. 

A broken wheel on the second 
baggage car is said to haye caused 
the derailment, es this was the first 
ear to leave the track, dragging with 
it two colonist cars, a first-class coach 
and diner, in the plunge down the 
embankment. Another coach left the 
rails and plowed along the ties, mp- 
ping them into matchwood. Baggage- 
man Me¢Donald was thrown about in 
the baggage car and stunned, but 
was able fo crawl outside. None of 
the passengers sufiered severe injury- 


STRIKE-BREAKERS PELTED.

New York, July 2.—Police reserves 
were calied to quell several street dis- 
orders yesterday when the American 
Ice Co. made an effort to break the 
strike of the ice drivers.

Albany, N. Y., July 2—The seismo- 
graph at the state museum at Albany 
Tegistered a fairly large earthquake 
movement yesterday morning. The 
disturbance originated apparently at 
a remote point about 7,000 Miles to 
the southwest. 

According to State Geologist Clarke, 
“it is not unlikely that considerable 
damage may have been done if it 
occurred in a settled area.”

Sir Wilfrid Speaks At Dominion 


Day Banquet In London. 


CANADA HAS HEART UNION 


Premier Urges Great Britain to Assist 
All-Red Scheme—Must Encircle the 
Whole Earth—Strength of Imper- 
jal Connection — Canada Is 
Ready — Plea for lIreland— 
Tribute to Lord Strathcona. 


London, July 2—(C.A.P.)—The Dom- 
inion Day dinner was held in the 
grand hall of the Hotel Cecil, and 
there was a record assemblage in 
point of numbers. For the twelfth 
consecutive time Lord Strathcona pre- 
sided, having Sir Wilfrid Laurier on 
his right and the Duke of Argyll on 
his left. The guests in all numbered 
400. 

An enthusiastic reception was giv- 
en the toast “Dominion of Canada’ 
and “Governor-General,” proposed by 
the chairman, Lord Strathcona, who 
traced the growth of the Dominion, 
indicated the strengih of imperial 
connection and interest, and trusted 
that the bonds be drawn closer by 
an interchange of visits between the 
residents of the homeland and her 
chief danghter state, expressing the 
further hope that Ministers also 
might snatch a brief period in their 
busy lives to familiarize themsélyes 
with the conditions and circum- 
stances of the great Dominion across 
the Atlantic. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier was received 
enthusiastically. 

In his response he made an elo- 
quent appeal for the all-red route- 
He paid a tribute to the fathers of 
Confederation, those far-sighted states- 
men who builded better than even 
they knew, and remarked that the 
Confederation which in 1867 was a 
bond on paper was now a union of 
hearts. The Premier directed atten- 
tion to the growth so ably directed 
and assisted by Lord Strathcona of 
the Canadian railways. 

“The next step to which we shall 
devote our enterprise,” said Sir Wil 
frid, “is truly an imperial scheme, 
for the time has come when the all- 
red line must encirele the earth. For 
that scheme the people of Canada are 
ready, and I ask myself if the 
ple of England are ready. ae 

“Jt is not for us to suggest, still 
less to insist, what shall be the policy 
of the English people, but it is not 
out of place if I remind you that the 
British people five years ago under- 
took heavy financial responsibilities 
to assist a line of steamers running 
between Liverpool and New York. I 
am not here to blame them for that 
policy. On the contrary, might 
approve it if an Englishman, but may 
T not ask the British people and the 
British Parliament, whether what has 
been done for foreigners cannot be 


done for people who fiy the 
British flag?’ Here the speaker was 
loudly cheered 


Continuing, Sir Wilfrid urged that 
the British Parliament should not 


hesitate fo adopt means of getting in- 
to better communication with th 
Dominion. Referring to the Goyernor- 
General, he said that Canada hed 
been most fortunate with all its viee 
Toys, and in a loyal peroration he 
declared that while he loved the 
British Isles one place took first place 
in his heart—Canada, covered by the 
British flag. (Loud cheers.) i 
Augustine Birrell, in responding to 
the toast of “Our Guests,” proposed 
by Donald McMaster, expressed the 
hope that Ireland, which lay across 
the Empire, might not be left out of 
any scheme for its advancement. It 
was not for him to express any opin- 
jon, bat if County Mayo, for instance, 
could be brought within three and

To Dispose of Street Refuse. 

New York city is making an exper- 
iment in the disposition of street re- 
fuse. Most of this is always paper, 
which is unsizhtly, and woen icaded 
on the street-collect:mz carts, easily 
blows away to litter other streets. 
The garbaze-zathering cans are mor 
ed about on a pain of whine! to 
which is aittached on fron ruck or 
frame for holding the can. The 
experiment consists in puctinz two 
sheet-iron cams jtozether, one in- 
verted above the other. The lower 
one contains ai grate and .perfora- 
ltions for draft; the upper one a door 
for the receipt of the refuse. A con- 
stant fire is miiptained in this for- 
mace, as it is wheeled about, and the

The funct 
of the Edmonton council is simply 
Icgislative—the actual work of 9r- 
erative administration is entrusted tn 
two paid commissioners. who get 
OCO each. The mayor is ex-offico 
commissioner, Under these cirenm- 
stances the commissioners can, and 
do, devote their whole time to the 
dvties of their office, and, being, 
presumably capable business men, 
distracted by no consideration =i 
swould appcal to the ordinary cozn- 
cillor or alderman, can do the right 
thing without considering coneilia- 
tion of electors, or interests with a 
pull. The commissioners can do right 
and fear not. It is probable that 
these are the only conditions under 
which municipal operations can be 
@uccessfully handled. There is con- 
siderable municipal ownership in tho 
air in Peterboro at present. Before 
Bndertaking the plunge, the City 
Council should naturely, study tuo 
situation. The weight of evidence, as 
Gurpished by the experience of kd- 
monton, Galveston, Texas, and oth- 
er southern cities, strongly favours 
the commission idea. Many have long 
held that municipal councils ars co 
large, and the personnel changes so 
pflten, that agreement on the right 
wayto administer the public service 
and opportunity to acquire the neces- 
Sary, skill that experience alone o 
Give, are not casy and ayailable. We 
know that our Waterworks 
is\well administered by a comu jon, 
and, if the membership were mado 
more permanent and the remunera- 
stion larger, iheir duties might be 
extneded to include services in rela- 
tion to other public ulililies with 
distinct advantage lo the ¢ y- For 
instance. the care of the streets and 
wiithe work that comes under the 
Province of the Board of Works 
€ould be much more effectively done 
than under the present sytsem, or 
rather, complete lack of system.

THE DEMAND FOR MONEY. 


Rallway Construction and Business Ex- 
pansion Causing Scarcity. 

Discussing the subject the Hamil- 
ton Times says; “Prominent Hamil- 
ton bankers say Canada has reache} a 
erjsis in its history, through the 
tightness of (he money market, and 
that there is danger, unless foreign 
capital comes to the rescue, of some 
of the weaker business places os 
forced to the wall. The managec of 
one of the largest banks m Canada, 


when asked what the cause of the 
scarcily was, attributed it to the 
fmmense sums being spent by the 


Cunadian Jacific Ruilway, the Graod 
Trunk Lacific, and other railway con- 
struction, and the fact that manu 
{acturers to-day are borrowing just 
double what they were thres or four 
years ago. He said there was ce 
as mucli money out to-day as in 
1903. Gne Hamilton firm that does 
large business in the Northwesc 
had collected hardly a dollar of last 
year’s accounts yet, and, of course, 
had to borrow the moncy. 

“As an instance of the Ughtnsss 
of the market. a local bank on Sat- 
mrday was obliged to refuse 4 loin 
of $150,000 at 10 per cent., on gilt 
edged security. Another large Hami 
ton firm arranged for o loan of 
060. This was shortly afterwe 
cut down to $50,000 and again 
€25,000, at 5 per cent. 

“One bank official said that Oan- 
ada was growing faster than 
capital justified. As soon a5 monasy 
ment up, he said, relief could be 
pected, because money [rom the for- 
eign markets would begin to come 
in then. What Canada needs now 
and needs badly, the opinion of the 
financinl man seems to be, is foreign 
Wapital, und Jots of it. 

©The question of putting nearly 
half a fiillian in civic debentures on 
the market now is tolaily out of 
the question, and efforts are being 
miude to raise a temporary loan on 
these in the old country.”

As it is incOnyenient to weigh 
lime and copper at the time of 
ing. and quite impracticable to p 
a supply of ready mixcd Bordeaux no 
hand, stock solutions of che copper 
and lime are usually prepared, reat 
for mixing as required. To prepar 
moterial sufficient to treat once 4 
of potatoes four times, proceed as 
follows; Place 72 pounds of biu-- 
stone in a bag or basket and sus- 
pend it near the surface in 36 gut- 
Jons of water in a barrel It wiit 
dissolye in a few hours, und ry 
gollon afterwards dipped from 
Esrrel will contain exactly 2 pounds 
of bluestone. Bor the lime stock 
mixture, tuke 60 pounds of fresh un- 
siaked lime and 30 gallons off wa 
ter. Every gallon of lime mixture 
now coutains exactly two pounds of 
lime: These mixtures, if kept ander 
cover, and evaporation preveutsd, 
will retain their strength all sum- 
mer. 

‘In making the Bordeaux it is im- 
portant to remember that thus 
strong “stuck” mixLures must never 
be Lroughl together. Pour 3 galioas 
of the bluestone solution into a 40 
frallon barrel (an ordinary baccal 
+ fiolds between 40 and 50 gallons). 
half fill the barrel with water, aild 
2 1-2 galions of the limo solution. 
fill op with water, slirr thorough- 
ly, and the mixture is ready [ot 
ure. 

“For applying, a spray pump wii 
be found economical of labor anid 
materials, and the gain in product 
from one y.ar’s spraying of one acve 
of potatoes willusually pay the en- 
tire cost of such an appliance; but 
if none is at hand, Bordeaux mas; te 
appiied after the samo imanner as 
paris green would be applied in sotu- 
tiorm for bugs. Phe object is lo keep 
the crop coyerell with the mixcure 
uring the season in which Diizht 
is liable to occur, and while mJ1- 
ern spraying machinery does tls a 
ittle better than anything else, 
there are scores of farmers in ‘Jn- 
taiio who are obtaining quite salis- 
factory resulls from applying th2 
Bordeaux by whateyer means are at 
their disposal. In preparing the mix- 
turc where any kind of power 3psa7- 
ers are to be used, always strait the 
lime solution when mixing with fhe 
bluestone. The limé sometimes siake» 
lumpy and clogs up the nozzles. If 
Pcquired,, paris grees may be Ap- 
plied with the Bordeaux, adding Ulf 
a poang of Paris green to each bar- 
rel of the mixture.

; At Sydney Mines. 


CHAYN RUNNER'S MISTAKE

RolLased Car Before Turning Switch 
—Dropped Four Hundred Feet— 
Miners Ground to Death Under

Halifax, N.S., July 8—A shocking 
accident by which three miners were 
instantly killed at No. 4 colliery of 
the Nova Scotia Steel Company's 
Sydney mines is one of the worst 
which ever occurred in that district of 
the Cape Breton coal fields. The dead 
are: John W. Nicholson, aged 
Jeaving a wife and four childre: 
Dennis Pendergast, single, aged 
years, and Richard Broderick, 
years, who leaves a wife and two 
small children. 

The three men were working in the 
deep, when, without a moment’s warn- 
ing, a loaded box came crashing down 
the bank and into the pit, giving the 
unsuspecting men not the slightest 
chance to get out of the way. 

Yesterday afternoon the Coroner, 
visited the scene, where it was ascer- 
tained the accident was largely due to 
the carelessness of a chain ranner, 
Arthur Pearo, who, before shifting the 
Switch to divert the car to the bank, 
detached the car from the haul- 
age rope and allowed it to re- 
tum at terrific speed down into the 
pit, where the men were at work, 2 
distance of four hundred feet. When 
Pearo noticed his terrible mistake and 
saw the car pass from him and shoot 
into the mine he ran after it and 
shouted at the top of his voice to the

At the postoffiice he approached the 
stamp wicket and asked the young 
lady if she could give him a $20 bill 
or $20 in bills.

He then handed her the 
envelope, promising to go and get 
the correct change, and she, suppos- 
ing it to be the original $20 put it in 
the cash drawer. Suspicion that all 
was not right occurred to her next 
morning, and upon opening the en- 
velope if was found to contain a 
blank paper. The man departed on 
a trolley car for the Falls.

Haywood and Moyer Will Take Stand 
jis Week. 

Boise, Idaho, July 8—Counsel for 
the defence in the Haywood murder 
case held a long conference Saturday 
both st their downtown offices and 
m the cell of Haywood, Moyer and 
Pettibone at the county jail; and it 
was said afterward that it would be 
next Wednesday before Haywood 
would take the oath os witness in 
his own behalf, 

The program as it now stands is to 
begin Monday morning by reading 
the depositions taken at San° Franciseo 
as to the explosion at the house of 
Fred Bradley. These depositions are 
to be supplemented later with the 
evidence of an expert in explosives. 
It is contended by the defence that 
if 10 pounds of dynamite had been 
exploded, as Orchard swears were 
contained in the bombs, he used, that 
amount would have blown Bradley 
into pieces and destroyed the whole 
front of the building. 

Additional testimony will be given 
to show that before he fled from the 
Goeur d’Alenes in 1899 Orchard at- 
tempted to sell his interest in the 
Hercules Mine. There will bé a show- 
ing also as to the movements and ac- 
tions of Jack Simpkins when be went 
to Denyer in the fall of 1905 after 
having parted with Orchard at Gald- 
well. This will about conclude the 
cane, except for the testimony of 
Haywood and Moyer. It is believed 
that Moyer’s testimony can be reach- 
ed_by Tuesday afternoon. 

Steve Adams will not be called by 
the defence. To call him would open 
the way for the state to get his re- 
pudisted confession before the jury, 
and it ig deemed the better strategy 
te aveid this. 

The direct examination of Haywood, 
according to the statement of coun- 
sel for the defence, will be long. He 
will give a sketch of his life which 
will embrace ail of its important 
events, including his connection with 
the Westeyn Federation of Miners. 
It is said that op ity will be 
fiven for the fullest and widest 
eross-examination that the proseca- 
tion mey decide to make. Haywood 
humself will explain that the $100 sent 
to Jack Simpkins nine days before 
Steunenberg was murdered was the 
remainder of a federation expense ac- 
count which Simpkins left with Hay- 
wood to be forwarded to him at his 
home in Spokane. 

The presentation of the states’ re 
buttal will probably begm on Thars- 
day next, and be carried over into 
the succeeding week. :

On lus return to 
fis native land a storm oyertook the 
vessel and the captain ordered the 
cargo to be thrown overpoard Such 
was his anguish at the loss that 1 
is said his hair turned white ia @ 
single night. 

A similar fate befell, in 1693, 2 
wealthy burgomaster of Middlebur<h 
nomed Muadie. Prompted by literary 
curiosity he betook himself to Obina, 
ahstinguisted as a mandarin- For 
years hhe travelled through the Ce- 
je-tial empire, devoting his fortune 
to the colizetioa ot manuscripts.

} INTERESTING FARM NOTES § 


THE DATRY GALL 
One of tlie most delicate operations, 
ind 
most careful attention on the purl of 
dairymen or the breeder of dairy eat- 
tle, is the feeding of the dairy calf. It 
tas beenwell said that on the firs: 
cighteen months or Lwo years of the 
calf’s life does its fulure usefurn 
depend, says the Farmer's Guide. We 
ayant to go just a little farther and 
this. and say to ail who are raising 
calyes for Ue dairy business, whetne- 
il be to wake butter, cheese selling 
whole milk or cream, or supplying 1 
condensing factory or creamery : raise 
calves from a strictly, dairy breed of 
cottle. [f you have not the pure bred 
cows, get yourself at least 4 puce 
bred sire of good breeding, and the 
better record his dam has the ovtter 
he is; that is, the better wali ‘lis 
colves Now, whichever breed yoa 


choose. stick to it, and don't go to 
trying crosses or you may toosr 
money. If you selec) a Jersey sire 


at first stick to the Jerseys and you 
will soon haye a profitable, well-bred 
ond nice-louking herd. The same 13 
true with the Guernseys and Jiol- 
steins. 
YEEDING HINTS 
The cow should be well fed when 
tle is carrying her cail. That is, be 
fore the calf is born, so that the 
calf may be wel) nourished and the 
zood margin over th+ 
and care. When the 
place it and ils d 
dry, weil bedded j)l1:¢, 
ond in a comfortable temperature 
mot below fifty degrees F. It is a 
good plan to let the calf stay with 
its dam for the first forty-sighe 
fiours.

After the first forty-cight hours 
the calf may be removed and fel ry 
hand (after it has been taught to 
dyink) and this, with some calves, is 
no small undertaking.

‘Three pounds of milk, twice a day, 
is enough for the first week or even 
two. Gare must be taken to see that 
th nifk is warm and the buckets 
always clean and sy 
to this and have a dry, 
lightedand bedded place for the 
you will never be troubled with cal 
scours. After the calf is two weeks 
old it can take four pounds of milk 
twice a day, eight pounds per dav.

A hog of elephaniine proporti 
was recently shipped from Toronto 
to St. Thowas. The animal weighed 
750 pounds. lt is the biggest Jiving 
parcei that the Dominion Express 
company has handled for some time. 


Tbe hog, is, probably, the money- 
maker of tne farm. No other domestic 
animal has as great a capacity for 
transforming so varied as assortment 
of farm products into a merchantabia 
article. Good animals can be bought 
so reasonable that there is no excuse 
whotever for any farmer breeding aud 
fecding mongrels. 

If the farmers would realize the ad- 
yantages of pure-bred stock in piace 
of scrubs, a great amount of astua! 
essh would be sayed to them, 2ad 
they would have better herds.sajs in 
suthonty. They put feed and care in- 
to a scrab that, expended on a 
jpore-bred animal, would bring io 
moch greater returns. This is a great 
source of loss to the farmer, and 
only in systematic breeding and buy- 
ing can it be oyercome- 

As soon as the calf will eat it 
should have all the oats and bran tt 
will eat as well as bright clover hay- 
There is nothing that will take the 
place of oats for young calyes raised 
for the dairy. Water should aiso be 
jproyided for the calyes at all times- 
it is a good plan to have a large 
bucket to set before them ai! the 
time and they will never drink too 
mvech at one time. After a calf is 
six weeks old it may be changed to 
Warm. sweet skim mill. If you have 
a hand separator. this is the ‘deal 
It should nor 


way to raise a calf. 
fall off in flesh or stop gro) = 
at all, nor will it if you give it 


good care. lt is well to add a hit 
oil, meal to the skim milk when the 
change is made. The change shoald 
also be made gradually, as hall a 
potnd of skim milk replaces so mush

In feeding oil meal one should not 
feed too much at first- Just a litile 
picch and increase toa small handful 
The skim milk should be incceased 
as the calf grows older, 80 
six wonths old calf may : 

Silage may 
be added to the ration at six months 
old, and bran tuke the place of oats 
entirely, because of its being cheap- 
er.

Cobalt Mine Managers Adopt 
Adverse Resolutions. 


LOOKS LIKE HARD FIGHT 


Will Adhere to Existing Agreement— 
Miners Are Determined to Hold Out 
—Managers Claim Can Get Plenty 

of Labor... Scale Asked For— 
Western Federation the Real 
Cause of the Whéle Trouble. 


Cobalt, July 15.—A prolonged strike 
is evidently in store for Cobalt, though 
‘several mine managers declare they 
will be able to bring in all the labor 
they require. 

The committee of the Miners’ Union 
j;was prepared to modify their schedule 
of daily wages as follows: Carpenters’ 
'$3.50, carpenters’ helpers $2.75, me- 
chanics $3.50, pipe fitters $3, black- 
‘smiths $3.75, helpers $3, engineers 
321-2 cents an hour, firemen 271-2 
cents per hour, ore sorters $3, ham- 
Mmermen $3, teamsters $2.50, hoistmen 
\$2.75, cage or buckers $3, surface lab- 
jorers $2.50. underground labor and 
cage or bucketers $2.75, machine 
helpers $3, machine men and timber- 
men $3.50. 

The union also asked for a nine- 
hour shift all round, and not more 
than 60 cents per day for board. 

The above scale was prepared by 
the union committee and is said to 
have been ratified by a mass meeting 
of union men, but this cannot be con- 
firmed. However, the six union and 
non-union men 6n the miners’ com- 
Mittee were prepared to recommend 
the above scale. 

Managers’ Statement.

The mine managers handed ont the Y 


following statement: “At a meeting of 
the representatives of the undersign- 
ed mines, in session, the followig re- 
solution was adopted mnanimously- 
“That this body of mine managers 
and superintendents firmly believe 
that the schedule of wages offered to 
the employes of the Cobalt mines is 
eminently just and fair, and is higher 
than any other wage scale at present 


in force in Ontario, unanimously ad-. 


bere to the agreement and scale of: 
wages and hours published by them- 
selves, and that no deviation be made 
from the same.” 

Want tq Fight Now. 

The fact that the Cobalt union is 
a branch of the Western Federation is 
the cause of the trouble. The mine 
managers believe a struggle with this 
body has to come, and the sooner the 
better. Some mine managers who have 
been engaged in prior contests with 
this federation have strongly impress- 
ed this feeling among other managers 
and today some Canadian managers 
of small companies are believed’ to 
have fallen in line rather out of a dis- 
like to fight with other managers than 
from a dislike to the proposed sche- 
dule. Some, however, of the super- 
intendents of small companies are as 
emphatic as any in their determina- 
tion to give no increase. 

The mine managers are now busy 
preparing scales, which, they say, 
will be uniform, and claim that the 
union has taken the maximum paid 
at any mine in camp for each parti- 
cular class of labor and used it as 
the minimum in their schedule.

He was brought to 
the jail, and Logie brought in and 
cautioned. _ There were present Messrs 
Rogers, Vincent and Thornbury. 
Rogers repeated the statement. Miller 
said, ‘Bob, you don’t mean _ to 
say thas true?’ Logie replied, 
‘Yes, its all out; its true 
Burke was then brought in, and con- 
firmed the statement, He said Miller 
had sent him ink and rollers from To- 
tonto. Rogers said to Miller, “Do 
you mean to say these two men would 
make those statements against you.” 
‘I know nothing about it,’ was Miller’s 
reply. I was engaged on the coun- 
terfeiting case in 1905 in Belleville, 
Peterboro, Ashburnham and Lindsay. 
I got a bogus Montreal five dollar bill 
from George O’Neil at the Benson 
house, Lindsay.

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THIRTY-ONE KILLED ONE HUNDRED SANK YACHT IS BLOWN UF) 


Terrible Head-On Collision Be- 
tween Excursion and Freight. 


INJURED NUMBER SCORES 


Crowded Cars Smashed to Atoms— 
Were Completely Telescoped—Pas- 
sengers In Panic—Harrowing Ac- 
count by Eye-Witnesses — The 

Freight Crew Are Blamed for 
Disobeying Orders. 


Detroit, July 22.—Thirty-one killed 
and half o hundred seriously, some 
probably fatally, injured, is the result 
of a head-on collision Saturday morn~ 
ing, near Salem, Mich., 31 miles west 
of this city. Those killed and hurt 
were some of the 800 passengers on 
the annual excursion of the Pere Mar- 
quette Railway employes from Jona 
to Detroit, leaving that town at 6 p.m. 
G The freight train running behind 
its orders was the cause of the wreck. 

Westward from Plymouth, in a ser- 


| pentine, gradually sloping path, runs 


the track along which the heavy 


' freight thundered to meet the ill-fated 


excursion train. Rounding one of 
these sudden turns, and leaving the 
level, one plunges into a deep, chasm- 


| like cut, with sheer walls of earth 
“some 15 feet high on either side. 


It 
was here that the two trains came 
together without warning until both 
had rounded the curves to be seen too 
late for any earthly power to prevent 
a. collision. 

The passenger train of eleven cars, 
carrying employes of the Pere Mar- 
quette shops at Iona and their fami- 
lies to the Michigan metropolis for 
their annuat excursion, was running 
roe fifty miles down a steep 


It struck the lighter locomotive of 
the freight train with such terrific 
force as to turn the freight engme 
completely around. 

Both locomotives were wrecked, but 
only a few of the freight cars were 
smashed. 

Six cars of the passenger train were 
piled up in a mass. 

Four of the coaches remained on 
the track undamaged, and were used 
to convey the dead and injured to 
Tona. 

One coach was entirely undamag- 
ed, with only its forward trucks off 
the rails. 

Two coaches were thrown crosswise 
on the track and lay from bank to 
bank, five feet above the rails. 

Of the bagage car; not enough re- 
mained to show where it had been 
tossed. Portions of baggage-car and 
freight cars were mere debris. 

Freight Crew Blamed. 


'” Responsibility for the wreck is plac- 


ed upon the’ crew of the freight train 
by officials of the road. Officers who 
arrived at the scene soon after it 
happened, obtained from the crew of 
the freight the orders under which it 
was Tunning, which clearly show that 
the freight encroached upon the other 
train’s running time. 

The excursion left Iona crowded 
with men, women and children at 7 
o’clock Saturday morning. _Every fam- 
ily had its lunch basket, and many 
of the excursionists were eating when 
the trams collided. 

The impact was so great that a 
number of passengers sitting near the 
windows of the rear coach were 
thrown out of the windows to the 
ground. 

There was a panic among the pas- 
sengers in the undamaged coaches for 
a few moments. 

Then, when the uninjured realized 
that they had not been hurt they 
rushed from the cars to the rescue of 
their friends and relatives, who were 
pinioned in the wreckage. 

Families were scattered among dif- 
ferent cars, and there was frenzied 
searching for missing relatives. 

The sight was sickening. People 


were running around as though mad. . 


Yor a few minutes it seemed as though 
they had all gone crazy. Then they 
began digging the bodies out. Per- 
haps it was an arm or a leg that was 
found. One man in his excitement 
grabbed an arm that protruded from 
the mass, gave a slight pull, only to 
find that it was free at the other end. 


A young man about 18 years of age | 


was found with both of his legs near- 
ly off and his right arm hanging by 
the skin. The man begged his res- 
cuers to kill him, and said: “Bor 
God’s sake, shoot me. I can’t stand 
this.” Two men worked for an hour 
before the unfortunate man was got- 
ten out, and he died five minutes 
later. 

Rescuers took out a woman of mid- 
dle age terribly mangled, with the 
left leg completely severed above the 
Imee. As she lay on the blood-soaked 
grass faintly breathing her last, a 
little boy of a dozen years sank be- 
side her, crying: “Mother, mother,” 
but she died without recognizing him. 

After the wreck one woman with 
her arm nearly severed from her body 
and the clothes nearly stripped from 
her body was moaning for her child. 
“Tf my baby is killed then let me 
die, too,” she kept repeating, “for my 
Tittle girl is all that IT have leit in 
the world.” 

Soon after the wreck farmers gath- 
ered from all over the surrounding 
country, bringing food, water and 
liquor with them, &nd soon there was 
a crowd of over 1,000 #eople on hand. 
Everyone was busy, either attending 
to the wants of the injured or assist- 
ing in getting injured or dead from 
the demolished cars. Cushions were 
strewn along the banks alongside the 
track and the dead and injured were 
placed on them.

Terrible Midnight Collision of Terrible Accident to Pleasure 


| Steamers On Pacific Coast.

The Columbia, With Passengers From 
| San Francisco, Rammed by the 
| Lumber Boat San Pedro — Cap- 
tain of I}!-Fated Steamer Went 
Down in Angry Deep With His 
Boat—Sank In Five Minutes. 


San Francisco, July 23.—More than » 


100 lives were lost last Saturday 
night when the steamer Columbia, 
bound north from this port for Port- 
land, collided with the lumber steam- 
er San Pedro off Shelter Cove, Men- 
docino County. 

Eighty other persons who were on 
the Columbia were rescued after be- 
ing in the water several hours. 

There was a heavy fog at the time, 
and the San Pedro, heavily laden 
with lumber, struck the Columbia on 
the port bow with such terrific force 
that she was cut down to the water 
and sank in about five minutes. 

Of the 180 passengers many suc- 
ceeded in reaching the San Pedro, 
which remained affoat. Only 80 of 
them remained, however, when after 
many hours the steamer Roanoke 
came up to their rescue. 

Captain P. A. Doran of the Colum- 
bia went down with his vessel. 

The San Pedro was picked up by 
the steamer George W. Elder, and 
is now being towed into Nureka. 

The collision occurred at midnight 
when all on board save the lookout 
and officers on the bridge were asleep 
in their berths. 

The Columbia was steaming north 
at an easy rate, having left here at 
noon Saturday. 

Suddenly out of the fog loomed the 
dark hulk of the San Pedro, south- 
bound, which was evidently out of 
her course. 

Whistles were blown and frantic ef- 
forts made by the helmsman of each 
vessel to avert the collision, but they 
were of no avail. 

The San Pedro struck the steamer 
in the port bow, tearing an immense 
hhole in her side, through which the 
water rushed in great volume. 

Alarms were sounded throughout 
the passenger ship, and the terrified 
passengers scrambled from their state 
rooms in an effort to escape from the 
doomed vessel. 

But the time was too short to aid 
the life savers. The vessel sank with- 
in five minutes of the time of the 
collision. 

A life raft was launched with a 
number of passengers on board, but 
only a few of the entire number on 
board were saved. 

During the earthquake and fire the 
Columbia was lying at the drydock of 
the Union Iron Works, and the shock 
loosened some of her blocks, with the 
result that the vessel was capsized. 
But she was entirely refitted and when 
she left here Saturday she carried a 
fall list of passengers. 

The assistant to President Frey of 
the San Francisco and Portland 
Steamship Co. yesterday gave out the 
following figures: 

“Cabin passengers upon the Colum- 
bia 168; steerage passengers 21; total 
passengers 189; crew 60. This makes 
a total of 249 souls on board. 

“Reported saved 98; unaccounted 
for 151. 

Except for the lists of those on 
board, Mr. Frey would not vouch for 
the accuracy of these figures. He 


“We have made every effort by wire 
to confirm from Eureka and other 
points along the coast, but all that 
we learned thus far has come from 
the Roanoke and the newspapers.” 

According to J. CG. Flynn, a rescued 
passenger of the Columbia, every 
woman passenger on board was lost. 

The steamer Roanoke spoke to the 
steamer George W. Elder, and the lat- 
ter had on board eighty-eight pas- 
sengers and crew from the Columbia. 

The San Pedro is in a water-logged 
condition. Her stern is gone, her main 
mast broken off, and her foremast 
Sprang: The San Pedro’s cargo was 
lost.

Vessel Scuttled_ 

At last it became apparent that to 
extinguish the flames the vessel must 
be sunk, and at the word of Mr. Jar- 
vis, large streams were turned into 
the boat and at 1 o’clock she ground- 
ed in the slip, where she now lies. 

Meanwhile the injured had been re- 
moved to St. Michael’s Hospital, 
where they were instantly attended. 

Horribly Burmed. 

_Mrs. Backenstein’s body was hor- 
vibly, burned, and even the firemen 
were sickened. All the clothing ex- 
cept a garter, and a gold chain, and 
the ears, nose, fingers and toes were 
burned sway. 

When the yacht began to sink half 
a dozen of the firemen had to make 
a hurried scramble for the dock. 

Mr. Jarvis valued the boat at $18- 
000. She was purchased at Detroit in 
1905 from Russell Alger, Jr. since 
which time she has been fitted with 
her auxiliary engine. She was insured 
with the Federal Lloyds Company for 
$5,000, which will nearly cover the 
loss on her.

Vaccination for Blackleg and Anthrax 
in Cattle. 

The dissase known as blackleg in 
eettle, although entirely unknown in 
mony eXtonsive agricultural sections 
of Canada, and not at all widesproad 
ip} any district or proyinee, annualty 
causes auits extensive loss to cattle 
raisers. Anthrax, whichis quite a di‘- 
ferent disease, although frequently 
confused with blacklsg in the minds 
of many cattle raisers, is also the 
cause of serious loss of stock. The 
former dis e is almost entirely con- 
fined to cattle under 3 years and is 
Generally fatal. The latter attacks 
other class2s of farm animals and tie 
human subject is not sxempt ‘from 
its infection, which generally, results 
fieriously v 

By the aid of sciance, cattle raisers 


are now snabled to protect their 
stock against thes: maladies. AS 
the human family is vaccinavsd 


agninst smallpox, in the sams man- 
ner calt)s are rendered immune from 
Blackleg and Anthrax. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculturs at Ottawa, 
through ghe Health of Anima's 
branch, is nogyjin \pRosition to supply; 
preventive, vaccine for each of these 
diseases at the nominal cols of five 
cents per dose. Until recently, by 
speciol arrangement with extensize 
fiemefacturers in the United States, 
th products were secured at a re- 
duced cost, and were placed in the 
honds of Canadian cattle raisers at 
Ie. per dose for blackleg vaccine and 
fourteso cents per dose for anthrax 
woecine. It is due lo the fact that 
preparations are now being 
de at the Biological Laboratory in 
eonrcclion with the Health of Ani- 
branch that they can be sup- 
t five cents per dose.

BIGFIRE AT VICTORIA 


British Coiumbia Metropolis Is 
In Flames. 


WATER SUPPLY INADEQUATE 


Westorn Residential Portion of the 
City Wiped Out For a Milo—Loss 
Over a Quarter of a Million Dol- 

lars—Many Houses, a Church 
and School Burned — One of 
Most Disastrous Fire In B.C. 


Victoria, B.O., July 24—The west- 
ern portion of Victoria is in flames. 
There is no adequate supply of water. 

Victoria is a city of 35,000, and ex- 
tends east and west along James Bay, 
an inlet from the ocean running into 
the lower extremity of Vancouver 
Island. 

The westarn portion of the town is 
residential. In the centre stands the 
Government buildings and the new 
O.P.R. hotel. 

One of the most disastrous fires in 
{he history of Victoria is taking 
place and a strip of the city almost 
a mile in length has been wiped out 
by fire. The conflagration broke out 
in the middle of the afternoon in a 
blacksmith shop on Store street, on 
the waterfront, and the strong wind 
from the southwest carried the fire 
across the city. ‘Two whole blocks
